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London, Feb. 2S.— Genoral Bullcr's 
account of the tremendous resistance 
be is encountering in hla efforts to 
reach Ladysmith haa brought public 
iBtareat with a sharp turn from com- 
placent contemplation of Lord Uob- 
epts' victory to a realization of the 
serious eoBdltlona stlU existing in 
NaUl. 

Though General BuHer's lengthy 
dLspatch is construed as a victory 
, bravely won, the commander of the 
forces In Natal has so often r^oHeiS 
similar victories without achieving 
his main object, that the public hns 
learned to contain its jubilation until 
Ladysmith is actually relieved, while 
the long list of oasualtles invariably 
,t(^winc aajr apparent gain by Gen- 
eral BuUer is always awaited with 
dread and anxiety, which tomporarlly 
irob bis partial succeas of its acclaim. 

Howerer. it iS the general accepted 
belief that General Duller is dotoi- 
mined to reach General White this 
tinic, and though the Kta^crf are ilis 
appointlQgly slow, the nation conli 
dently awaits news of the relief of 
those S.OOO besieged troop;;. 

General Buller's report showa there 
Is urgent need of Lord Roberts exert 
Ing every effort to still further draw 
off the Boers from Natal to the Free 
State. That he will do so. .tikI quite 
likely is already doing so, by niarthing 
on Blo^mfontein, is regarded as al 
mQSt certain by the military critics 
heflf^ . 

With the additional 600 Boers re 
ported prisoners at Kimberley, 
seems that the number of men cap 
tared by Lord Koberts nearly reaches 
5,000. The afternoon newspapers com 
ment qn the hero of Kandahar's 
achievement, laying speelal stress on 
the gallantry of the Canadians, who 
according to a Paardeburg special, 
were actually fighting hand to hao< 
ia the Boer trencaes. 

. VuUer Qiaos Pleter's Hill. 
London, Feb. 28.— War olHce has re 
eeVved the following dispatch from 
General Duller, dated Hlandwanl, Feb 
28: "Finding that the pa.ssage of 
Lange wacbtsspruit was commanded 
by strong intrenchments, I recon 
noltered for another passage of the 
Tugela. One was found for me below 
the Cataract by Colonel Sandbach, 
Royal engineers, on Feb. 25. We com 
menced making an approach thereto, 
and on Feb. 26, finding that 1 could 
make the passage practicable, I cross 
ed the guns and baggage back to the 
south side of the Tugela, took up the 
pontoon bridge on Monday night, and 
relayed it at the new site, which Is 
Just below the present marked Cat 
ai ct. During all this time the troops 
hid been scattered, crouching under 
b:. '^My constructed small stone shel- 
ter and exposed to a galling shell fire, 
and throughout they maintained ex- 
cellent spirit. Tuesday General Bar- 
ton, with two battalions of the Sixth 
brigade and the Dublin Fusiliers, crept 
about a mile and a half down the 
banks of the river and ascended an 
•lliioel.Berpenilicular cliff of about 500 
feet assaulted and caroled tl^e top of 
Pleter's hill.' This hill to a c«rt«in 
extent turned the encmy'n left, and the 
Fourth brigade, under Colonel Norcott, 
aod the neventh brigade, Colonel 
Kitchener commanding the whole, un- 
der command of General Warren, as- 
sailed the enemy's position, which 
was magniflcently carried by the 
South Lancashire regiment about sun- 
set. We took about 60 prisoners and 
scattered the enemy in all .directions. 
There seems to be a considerable body 
of them left, and und^r Bulvana 
mountain. Our lone*. I hope, are not 
large. They certainly »r«! much 
less than they would have been were 
it not for the admirable manntr In 
Which the artillery was served, espe- 
elifily by the gvns manned by the 
Royal Naval fOrce and the Natal vol- 
unteers."

Washington, Feb. 28.— The last day

Roberts Admired Kocr lii^eiiiilty 
London, Feb. 2S.— The war ofllce has 
received the following from Lord Rob 
erts, dated Paardeburg, Feb. 28; 
Cronje, with bis family, left here in 
charge of Major General Prettyman 
and under the escort of the City Im- 
perial volunteers and mounted infan- 
try. Later in the day the remaining 
prisoners went in charge of the Earl 
of Erroll and escorted by the Glouces- 
ters and 100 Imperial volunteers. The 
women and children are being sent to 
their hornet. I understand that great 
dissatisfaction was felt by the Boers 
at Cronje's refusal to accept my offer 
of safe conduct to the women and chil- 
dren and medical care for the wound- 
ed. 170 of whom are -now in our hos- 
pital. Very many ot them are in a 
terrible plight for want of care at an 
earlier stage.

New York, Feb. 28.— The Westches- 
ter county grand jury at White Plains 
handed down an indictment for mur- 
der in the first degree against Alfred 
Morrison of Monnt Vernon, who shot 
and killed the woman generally known 
as his wife. The district attorney pro- 
duced witnesses lo show the shooting 
was not accidental, though Morrison 
bad claimed he shot the woman o-} 
waking from a dream that burglart 
were in the bouse. 



Columbus, 0., Feb. 28.— In the house 
Mr. Haner's reaqlution to submit to 
the voters next Normnber a proposi- 
tion to amend the oonstltutlon by gov- 
ing women the right to vote at all 
elec-tions after Jan. 1,,.1001, <^me up 
for consideration. There were loO 
women in the gallery and quite a num- 
ber in the lobby to listen to the debate. 
Mr. Haner made a strong argument in 
favor of the resolution, and was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Brown of Mercer In a 
somewhat peppery attack upon the 
resolution, and tho proposition in 
general. 

When the house resumed at 2:80 the 
debate was continued until 4 o'clo. !>. 
the si'bject having been worn thread- 
bare on both sides. The previous 
question was demended and a vote 
was taken, resulting 64 yeas to 47 
nays. Tho resolution was therefore 
lost, as it would have required a two- 
thirds majority to have canicd. 

The house insurance committee has 
decided to r{<commend indefinite post- 
ponement of the Davis bill to require 
the Independent Order of Foresters to 
depofit with the sr:it ■ <•■)n1nli^ .qoncr 
Of insurance a guaranty of $50,000. The 
committee ako decided to favorably 
recommend the bill Introduced to pro- 
vide that the proposition to consoH- 
dat" insurancn conip'.mies hhall be sub- 
ject to the approval o( a commission, 
consisting of the governor, attorney 
general and tho state intfUranoe com- 
missioner. 

Mr. Tuller's bill for the relief of Mrs. 
Eva P. Kleeman in the amount of 
$8,000 for the fatal injuries received 
by her husband. Detective Abe Klee- 
man, In an attempt to arrest Charles 
Duniont, an e.\-((>n\ irt. last summer, 
Will be reported without recommenda- 
tion. 

Senator Howard's bill to increase 
from $35 to $.50 the amount to be al- 
lowed by county commissioners for the 
burial of an indigent soldier, was con- 
sidered by the house committee on 
military affairs, and it was decided to 
recommend the biii just as it passed 
the senate. 

The committee also decided to rec 
ommend Mr. Arthur's bill to require 
assessors to enumerate surviving sol 
dlers of any of the wars of the I'nited 
States, and has taken no action on 
Harry Smith's bill to give each Ohio 
soldier In the war with Spain a bounty 
of $300. which, in the aggregate WOuU, 
amount to over $4,000,000. 

Mr. Partington's house bill to re- 
quire parents to support their cbil 
dren being cared for in children's 
homes, if able to, passed the house 
It makes failure to do so a felony 
punishable by not more than three 
years in the penitentiary, or from 
three months to one year in Jail. 

Mr. McCormick Is preparing a bill 
to provide for an architectural board 
of five members, to be appointed by 
the governor, and to receive $10 for 
each day's session, and to have a sec- 
retary at $1,000 per year for the pur 
pose of licensing architects after ex- 
amination. 

Ia the Senate. 
Senator Dodge Introduced a bill pro- 
viding that lawyers may not practi( e 
before Judges or referees upon whose 
bonds they are, or between whom there 
aro Qnancial obligations. Proof that 
such Is the case is made a cause of 
error. 

Senator Sieger dropped in two bills. 
On* MMttdi^^ Origaent statuto pro- 
viding m tho purchase of water %^-orks 
plants by municipalities so as to elim 

inate the limit of $200,000. It applies 
to all cities, but Cincinnati and Cleve- 
land. 

His other bill provides that persons 
called or drawn for Jurors shall not be 
excused except for physical disability. 

Senator Madden introduced « bill 
that ia of apeolal Interett Just now 
while the Clark local option law Is 
pending. 'It proposes to increase th*" 
Dow tax from $350. it aow, U> Stralgbt 
1500 per annum. 

Senator Royer introduced a bill to 
establish such part of Clinton town 
ship. Seneca county, as is not now in- 
cluded In the city of Tiffin as a sepa- 
rate township for the election pf trus- 
tees. 

The sundry appropriation bill was 
passed in the house under suspension 
of tho rules. 

The Roberts bill for licensing sta- 
tlonarr engineers was unanimously 
nassed. Senator Dodge moved to re- 



consider the vote, and the motion was 
voted down, thereby clinching the bill 
Senator Dunham, who had held up 
tho Tnn«^ Mil from paaeaiie earner In 
the session, moved that it be taken up 
at once. He had heard from his To- 
ledo constituents, or rather from tho 
appraisers-elect there, most of whom 
are Republican, and of course they 
did not object to taking |5 per day. 
Instead of $2. I'he bill was passed at 
once.

LON OUBBY KILLED. 

Ponr Dotecttvett Shoot the Half Breed 
Tr'tio RoblMr. 
Kansas City, Feb. 28.— Lon Curry, 

one of the train robbers who was en- 
gaged In the Wilcox (Wyo.) hold-up, 
on thn Union Pacific last June, wben 
about 180,000 was secured, was shot 
and killed by ofllcers at Dodson, near 
here, while resisting arrest. Curry, 
who was a half-breed Indian, was vis- 
iting at the home of Miss Ussie Lee. 
Four detectives had tracked him to 
Dodson. Early in the morning do- 
tcctives surrounded the Lee hous-j. 
Curry, pistol in hand, made a dash to 
escape. Two of the detectives fired 
and Curry fell uead. Curry, with five 
companions, held up and robbed the 
pa.^senger train .Tuly 6 last. Po.-sf s 
that chased the bandits, killed all but 
Curry.

Washington. Feb. 28.— Snow has 

fallen to a depth of 8 to 15 inrhes ra 
Illinois, northern Imliana and western 
•Missouri, and .^peeial reports received 
at noon indicate that heavy snow and 
heavy winds will seriously Interfere 
with traffic from northern Ohio over 
western Penn.sylvania and the interior 
of Xew York, and in the Xew England 
Thursday. In New Jersey, Maryland 
and Virginia temperature conditions 
favor rain (hanging to snow. 

Chicago, Feb. 28.— Local traffic was 
blocked in parts of the city by tho 

tnow.^tnrni and trains v.cre delayetl. 

The weather bureau announced that 
the snowfall was the greatest since 
the winter of 1898, averaging nearly 
seven Inches in the middle western 
btatea. It was .stated that the condi- 
tions give no promise of any abate- 
ment of the storm for 12 hours. The 
greatest snowfall, according to the 
weather map. Is In Illinois, Missouri. 
Kan.sa.s, Siv.it hern Mi:Iii,u;;in, .Norlliern 
Indiana, southeastern Iowa and south- 
eastern Wisconsin. 

rUUIroads running throu?;h tbe-^ 
states n ported trains from half an 
iiour to five hours hue. The Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Kansas City 
train was reported five hours late nt 
Oalesburg, and making prosre. s only 
with the aid of snow plows. All the 
roads sent out their plows during the 
night. 

In Chicago traffle was carried on 

with the greate.'st difTiciiIty, The 
streets being blocked by Kre.it drifts 
of .snow, A i.iili' of cable car.s were 
tied up on the north side lines for 
hours, and in other portions of the 
city the snow blockade was so effc<'- 
tive that many pi ople were compelled 
to wade through the snow to their 
places of business. 

Reports received from various cities 
In Tenne.<see. .Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana indicate that the .storm is general 
down the Mi.ssis.sippi valley, although 
Uie snow line does not extend very far 
south of St. liOuis. Heavy sleet storms 
are reporterl south of St. lyouls and 
Centralia, Ills., with much damage to 
telegraph and telephone wires. 

Sforni at St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Feb. 28.— The snow that 
fell Tuesday to a depth of several 
inches was followed during the night 
by sleet and rain that froze as it ( ame 

(;wn and covered everything with a 
thick coating of ice. Under foot the 
enow was reduced to slush. The Elec- 
tric Lighting and Power company stif- 
fered considerably by cross wires, but 
were able to keep their systems in 
operation. For several hours street 
car traffic was almoat entirely blocked 
on many electric lines, and many per- 
sons had to walk to their places of 
business, lee ccvere'' rails and broken 
trolley wires causo; thi' di :.iy.

Cleveland, Fob. 28.— From three to 
seven inches of snow fell within a 
very short time throughout northern 
Ohio early in the day.
